PEOPLE AND WORMS 

It is a wormy world, ace 
cording to reports of lead- 
ing parasitologists. There 
are roundwormes, flat- 
worms, flukes and tape- 
worms. An estimated 45 
million people inthe United 
States and Canada are in- 
fected with helminths, or 
intestinal worms, : 

The largest class of 
worms found in man in- 
cludes the roundworms, 
particularly the Trichi- 
nella spiralis. An esti- 
mated 21,000,000 persons 
in this country are infec- 
ted with this worm, It is 
found in uncooked food 
which causes trichinosis, 
Another 18,000,000 persons 
are infected with pinwomms 
or seatworms, 

The tapeworm is a bi- 
zarre parasite in man, 
sometimes attaining a 
length of 15 to 20 feet; 
and there are thirty or 
more inecies of tapeworm 
Which produce intestinal 
infection in man, Strangely, 
tapeworm infection fre- 
quently produces no symp- 
toms and may be harbored 
for years ina man whocon- 
tinues in robust health and 
enjoys his food. 

The beef tapeworm is 
mainly found in beef in 
which only the surface is 
cooked, leaving the interior 
raw. When man consumes 
this infected meat, the head 
of the tapeworm enclosed 
in the cyst is freed, at- 
taches to the intestine, 
grows into a complete tape- 
worm in two to three mon- 
ths, and may live as long 
as 25 years, 

There is also a pork 
tapeworm, although un- 
sommon in this country, 
which results from eating 
inadequately cooked pork, 

Many different drugs 
and chemicals have been 
used to rid a person of 
tapeworm, but itisn’teasy. 
The drug must be strong 
enough so that the worm 
will relax its hold on the 
Wall of the intestine long 
enough to permit expul- 
sion of the entire worm, 
If the head is left in the 
intestine, the worm will re- 
generate and carry on his 
parasitic business at the 
Olid stand, 


HAY FEVER 


About two million people 
in this country are not oy- 
erly enthused over spring- 
they are the victims of hay 


fever, 

There are three kinds 
of hay fever occurring 
three different seasons, 
The early spring type 
starts in Aprii and lasts 
through May; and itis caus- 
ed by the pollen of trees- 
Oak, elm, maple, birch and 
hickory. Summer hay fever 
is the type that begins at 
the end of May and runs 
through the middle of July; 
and its causes include pol- 
len from timothy, redtop, 
June grass, orchard grass, 
sweet vernal and plantain, 
Fall hay fever starts in 
mid-August and lasts until 
frost, and ragweed pollenis 
responsible for this type of 
hay fever, 

Whether the pollen is 
from trees, plants, grass 
or weeds, hay fever causes 
misery, There is in- 
flammation of the eyes and 
nasal passages, sneezing, 
watery discharge from the 
nose, redness and itching 
of the eyes and sometimes 
of the face.
